New Catholics: A common thread...

A common thread runs through the 
stories of three new San Diego Catholics 
who came into the Church during the 
Easter Vigil. 

All three, who participated in Rite of 
Christian Initiation for Adults programs 
in their parishes, found themselves on the 
outside looking in, and decided to learn 
more.

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Priests, Religious speak out 


Councils, NF PC 
‘more important’ 


SAN ANTONIO, Texas (NC) — The 
new Code of Canon Law makes diocesan 
priests’ councils more important in the 
Church than they were before, the 
outgoing president of the~ National 
Federation of Priests’ Councils told 
NFPC delegates at their national meeting 
May 13-17. 

That, in turn, makes the NFPC more 
important than before, said Father 
Robert Johnson, : 


MORE THAN 200 priests, including 
122 voting delegates from priests’ 
councils across the country, gathered in 
San Antonio for the meeting. 


They discussed the importance of 
sacraments. in Church life in a series of 
talks and small discussion groups, voted 
on a wide range of resolutions, and 
elected a Newark, N.J., priest, Father 
Richard Hynes, as NFPC president for 
the next two years. 


Several of the resolutions were related 
to the pastoral letter on war and peace 
issued by the U.S. bishops a year ago. 


BY A unanimous vote they urged U.S. 
priests to arrange or promote observances 
of a national day of reconciliation on Aug. 
6, the 40th anniversary of the atomic 
destruction of Hiroshima. 


Delegates also, by a 114-2 vote, backed 
the U.S. bishops’ call for the 
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Vatican mistrust? 
‘It begins at home’

Men .and women’ Religious in 
Milwaukee and St. Louis complained at 
Separate meetings in May that the 
Vatican does not trust or understand 
them. But Archbishop John L. May of St. 
Louis said the misunderstanding begins 
at home. 


“*A lot of the criticism of you and me, I 
assure you, comes from this country,’’ 
the archbishop said at a meeting May 12 
with about 400 Religious in the St. Louis 
archdiocese. 

“IT’S NOT over there (at the 
Vatican) that they don’t understand us,”’ 
he continued. “‘It’s people here that don’t 
understand us and disagree with us and 
have very strong opposition to us, and 
they are the—ones—who—write—(to—the 
Vatican).”’ 


At a similar meeting in Milwaukee the 
same day, Archbishop Rembert 
Weakland of Milwaukee heard repeated 
complaints of Vatican distrust of U.S. 
Religious from a gathering of 650 
Religious in his archdiocese. 


Most of the complaints centered on 
what the Religious perceived as a desire 
by the Vatican’s Congregation for 
Religious to suppress any further 
experimentation in religious orders and 
reinstate rules and lifestyles which the 
Religious no longer consider appropriate.

Reaching out 


The disharmony and downright 
intolerance between followers of the 
main religions have been part of man’s 
disgrace down through the ages. 
Christians, Moslems, Jews — aside 
from. Buddhists, Shintoists and other 
eastern religions — have fought each 
other from time to time. Lebanon and 
its recent history have perhaps brought 
it more sharply into focus for many 
people, with Christians, Moslems and 
Israelies doing battle. 

Yet there is one spot on the globe 
where peace between Muslims and 
Christians is an example, and where 
both sides are striving to overcome a 
recent attempt to create problems 
between them. The scene is the island 
of Mauritius, way out in the middle of 
the Indian Ocean, roughly halfway 
between India and Africa. This tiny 
former french island is basically 
Catholic, with a goodly number of 

Moslems. All has gone well until 

recently when that trouble maker Col. 

Gadafi, leader of Libya, injected his own

brand of religious hatred into the peace 
of Mauritius. 

But the Moslem and Chrisian leaders 
got together to heal the breach which 
was opening, to live together in 
harmony as before. 

Bishop Jean Margeot claimed that 
Gadafi: invited a ‘’cultural revolution’ 
among Christians to overthrow their 
leaders and their beliefs. The bishop 
declared: ‘’l consider it my duty and 
responsibility to make an appeal to all 
Chrisitians so that this incident will not 
disturb relations betwen Catholics and 
Moslems.’’ And he renewed Catholic 
commitment to favor mutual exchanges 
between the two faiths. 


One of the tragedies of life has been 
the sorry tale of religious intolerance 
and actual warfare down through the 
ages. Some 800 years after St. Francis 
made the prayer we still find it hard to 
live it: ‘‘Lord, make me an instrument 
of your peace, where there is hatred let 
me sow love....’’ 


El Salvador 
verdict in: 
A ‘showcase’? 


ZACATECOLUGA, EI Salvador 
(NC) — It was 4:30 a.m. in the 
courtroom, at the end of a trial that lasted 
all the previous day and through the 
night. It was also the end of a three-and-a- 
half-year battle to obtain a verdict in the 
murder of four U.S. Roman Catholic 
women missionaries. 


As she stood in the courtroom where 
five young ex-National Guardsmen were 
convicted May 24 of the brutal slaying of 
her colleagues, Maryknoll Siste: Helene 
O’Sullivan hoped that this case would 
open the way to trials in the cases of 
murdered Salvadorans. 


TWO OF the murdered U.S. women 
were Maryknoll Sisters Ita Ford and 
Maura Clarke. The others were Ursuline 
Sister Dorothy Kazel and lay missionary 
Jean Donovan. 


“The fear is that this is just an 
American case,’’ Sister O’Sullivan said. 
If the. victims had been Salvadorans 
maybe ‘‘we wouldn’t have been able to 
duplicate’’ the trial’s outcome, she said. 


The Maryknoll nun also said she hoped 
the U.S. government would not use the 
verdict as ‘‘a pretext for releasing further 
military aid to El Salvador’’ — referring 
to $20 million, approximately 30 percent 
of 1984 military aid earmarked for El 
Salvador; which Congress withheld 
pending a verdict. 


THE HOUSE of Representatives, 
where opposition to the aid has been 
strongest, approved release of the funds 
after the five-member jury reached its 
verdict. 


If the United States does not seek a 
political solution ‘‘there will be no hope 
for the people,’’ she said. ‘“The military 
here will be convinced...that they‘re 
untouchable, the situation here will 


continue and the human rights abuses will « 


continue.’”’ 


Michael Posner, a legal adviser to 
relatives of the four victims, said the 
verdict does not necessarily mean further 
murder trials will follow. 


‘*THERE REALLY needs to be an 
effort to bring national guardsmen and 
army members and treasury policemen to 
trial in cases involving Salvadoran 
victims,’’ Posner said. 


“‘That’s going to be a much harder 
road, and'I think it’s going to be a long 
struggle before we see an active, vigorous 
justice system here,’’ said the lawyer, who 
also was present at the trial. 


Posner heads the Lawyers Committee 
for International Human Rights, a public 
interest law group. 


THE ATTORNEY said the women’s 
case would have gone untried without 
“*tremendous pressure generated from the 
United. States. — from the Catholic 
Church, from Congress, from the 
American people.”’ 


Sister O’Sullivan said more pressure 
may be needed. ‘‘If this turns out to be 
the only case...we’ll have to conclude it 
was only a showcase, and that there really 
is no intention to reform,”’ she said. 


“In that case, we’ll just have to push 


. harder for a stronger human rights policy 


in United States foreign policy,’’ Sister 
O'Sullivan said. 


THE U.S. government announced 
May 24 that it would pursue. allegations 
that high-ranking Salvadoran military 
officials were involved in a cover-up of the 
women’s murders. 


“If there are continuing allegations, I 
don’t think we would feel inhibited about 
raising them with the Salvadoran 
government,’’ said State Department 
spokesman John Hughes. “‘There are 
charges of complicity (by higher military 
officials) and without pronouncing on 
those charges, those charges certainly 
merit further consideration,’’ Hughes 
said.

“ONE SHOULD not argue whether 
the Holocaust exists,’’ Casuto said, 
anymore than the existence of a round 
earth or World War II should be debated. 


The lesson to be learned, he said, is 
“‘When the legitimacy of our faith is 


attacked, when the reality of our historical ~ 


background is attacked, no one 
organization is attacked...all of us“dre 
attacked.’’

With Cardinal Krol... 


The cardinal’s office on the twelfth floor of the chancery in 
Philadelphia is a simply furnished business-like place. The no- 
nonsense atmosphere of the office matches my reading of the 
person who occupies it, Cardinal John Krol. 


I had interviewed His Eminence twenty-one years ago, when I 
was writing for my high school paper. Then as now, he received 
me graciously and listened intently. At that time he was fairly 
recently arrived from Cleveland and Philadelphians were still 
wondering about this new archbishop who was both non- 
Philadelphian and ‘‘non-Irish.’’ Now, the archbishop is a 
cardinal and is approaching the usual age for episcopal 
retirement. : 


Some observers comment that Cardinal Krol is a person of 
great influence in this pontificate. They point to his Polish- 
American heritage, his seminary years at the Polish national 
seminary at Orchard Lake in Michigan and his activity in Polish 
causes. They also mention that he and John Paul II have been 
friends for some years and are like-minded. These observers 
interpret the appointment of Archbishop O’Connor (a 
Philadelphian) to New York and the appointment of Archbishop 
Foley (another Philadelphian) to the Vatican as benchmarks of 
the cardinal’s influence. 


When asked about this, the cardinal shrugged his shoulders 
and smiled. ‘‘I don’t know how long it will be before I appear at 
the throne of judgment,”’ he said, ‘‘and I wouldn’t want to claim 
responsibility for anything beyond what is necessary.’’ He then 
traced the history of his relationship with Pope John Paul II. 
““The Holy Father’s hometown is only forty kilometers from the 
town of my parents, although his town is up in the mountains.’ 
He shared the many meetings they have had over the years, 
including the fact that the two became cardinals on the same day. 


“In fact,’ His Eminence said, ‘‘when I became a cardinal in 
1967 the Polish government would not grant me a visa to go to 


my parents’ parish church for the official ingress. Cardinal _ 


Wotyla served as my surrogate and went to the little church and 
was received with great ceremony and celebration.’’ 


““However, this pope makes up his own mind.’’ Cardinal Krol 
then outlined the many accomplishments of Archbishop Foley, 
ending with his recent trip to El Salvador, at President Reagan’s 
request, to witness the primary elections there. The cardinal 
concluded that Archbiship Foley’s record recommended itself 
more than any promotional work by anyone else. 


“After all, Cardinal Krol concluded, ‘‘influence without 
quality doesn’t mean much. Philadelphia’s seminary has 
produced men of quality consistently for the last hundred years 
and therefore it comes as no surprise that these talented men are 
called to positions of greater responsibility. Archbishop Foley 
follows in the footsteps of Archbishop O’ Hara, who served in the 
diplomatic corps. Philadelphia has also given many bishops to 
the Church in America. Being from San Diego, I don’t need to 
tell you this, since your own Bishop Furey was, of course, a 
Philadelphian.”’ 


Returning to the topic of influence, Cardinal Krol stated, ‘‘I 
should also mention that this pope does not use his influence in 
the same way that others have. For example, when Cardinal 
Wyszynski died, many thought that the pope would inform the 
Polish bishops of his personal choice for the new primate of 
Poland. This was the way in which Wyszynski himself became 
primate. He was named by Pius XII. However, John Paul II 
never mentioned his choice for primate. Rather, he remained 
silent until the bishops had met and made their choice and then 
he confirmed their selection. If there was any case where the 
Holy Father might have been expected to use his influence this 
was it.’

If we did not have Memorial Day, it 
would be necessary to create it. We must 
remember our heroes, those gallant men 
and women who died for our freedom and 
our liberty. Their bravery is recorded in 
the history of our great nation. History is 
filled with heroes for us to emulate, to 
admire and be thankful for their supreme 
sacrifices. 

In both the Old and New Testaments 
“‘to remember’? has a central place. 


. Much of what the Bible demands can be 


comprised in the word ‘‘remember.’’ The 
first obligation of the apoStle vis-a-vis the 
community, is to. make the faithful 
remember what they have received and 
already know — or should know. So it is 
in keeping with the care of the biblical 
tradition to look at service in the context 
of remembrance. 


In cutting off our history we paralyze 
our future. One day it will be realized that 
men and women are distinguishable from 
one.another as much by the forms their 
memories take as by their characters. 
This is a very important observation. The 
older we grow, the more we have to 
remember, and at some point we realize 
that most, if not all, of what we have is 
memory. Our memory plays a central 
role in our sense of being. Our pains and 
joys, our feelings of grief and satisfaction, 
are not simply dependent on the events of 
our lives, but also, and even more so, on 
the ways we remember these events. 


It is not surprising, therefore, that most 
of our human emotions are closely related 
to our memory. Remorse is a biting 
memory, guilt is an accusing memory, 
gratitude is a joyful memory, and all such 
emotions are deeply influenced by the 
way we have integrated past events into 
our way of life. Our memories help us to 
see and understand new impressions and 
give them a place in our aca gn life 
experiences. 


Our’ first © and ‘most 
response to our undesirable memories is 
to forget them. When something painful 
has happened, we quickly say'to ourselves 
and to each other: “‘Let’s forget it, let’s 
not talk about it, let’s think about happier 
things.’’ We want to forget the pain of the 
past — our personal, communal and 
national traumas — and live as if they did 
not really happen. But by not 
remembering them, we allow the 
forgotten memories to become 
independent forces that can exact a 
crippling effect on our functioning as 
human beings, and in this case of 
Memorial Days, as a nation. 

It is this complacent and_ stifling 
narrowing down of the vision that 
Memorial Day awakens us to our own 
needs of our times. A faltering society 
needs to remember and be inspired by the 
disclosed vision of brave heroes who 
sacrificed their lives that we may enjoy 
our freedom. Our hope is built on our 
memories. Without memoriez, there are 
no expectations. 

Memorial Day, in giving us great 
memories, can save us in the midst of 
confusion. May this Memorial Day reveal 
to us the great revitalizing power of those 
who have made the supreme sacrifice. 
Our heroes belong to history as furnishing 
one of the greatest examples of successful 
patriotism. They belong to posterity as 
instructors of future generations in the 
principles of liberty and freedom. They 
belong to the present, to us, by their 
virtues and by their achievements. They 
have carved their status in the hearts of 
the people by their enduring fortitude, 
that patriotic self-abnegation, and by 
invincible determination. They have 
drained deep the chalice of courage. 


On this. Memorial Day, 
together in’ remembering our deceased in 
prayer, recalling the words of our Lord, 
‘Do this in memory of Me.’

‘The grace of kind words’ 


I have often been asked the question: ‘‘Father, what can I do 
to encourage vocations?’’ I have answered the question in many 
ways, depending upon who asks. I have never been satistied with 
the response “‘pray for them’’, though I believe my vocation was 
and continues to be fueled by the prayers of others. Prayers are 
important, but, there must be something more we can do. 


There are dedicated organizations throughout the Church and 
throughout the diocese that devote themselves to fostering, 
encouraging ana supporting vocations. The value of their role 
cannot be overstated. 


But, what about the ‘‘average’’ person in the pew? What can 
the ordinary/extraordinary interested Catholic do? 


I have three simple suggestions you might consider: 


e Talk about the Church, the priesthood, Sisterhood, 
Brotherhood, and diaconate in a positive light. Young people 
quickly absorb adult hostilities, frustrations and criticism of the 
above mentioned. What talented individual would want to buy 
into something that is not perceived as good, by those they 
respect and love? 


¢ Most practicing Catholics readily recognize ministerial 
qualities in young people. I have heard many people say, ‘‘I 
always thought she would become a Sister’’ or ‘‘He would make 
a good priest.’’ But, when asked if they had ever mentioned to 
that young person the qualities that were recognized in them, the 
response is almost always an embarrassing no. : 


e Support your priests and Religious. Be generous with your 
words of encouragement and appreciation. Remind them of their 
importance in your spiritual lives. The grace of kind words can 
only bring about good, for the individual and potentially for the 
entire faith community. Young people will be attracted by 
committed priests and Religious, who find in their service to the 
Lord and the cet of God, fulfillment, life, hope and 
consolation. :

Q. Is a Catholic marriage ceremony invalid if the bride 
and groom have not practiced their religion for years and 
have no intention of practicing it after the wedding? R.J. 


A. Sometimes couples who do not practice their Catholic Faith 
approach the Church in order to get married. Some of these 
couples no longer even believe in the Church. They want a 
Church wedding for different reasons: to please their parents; to 
have a “‘pretty’’ ceremony; to do what their friends did, etc. 


It is difficult to see how marriages contracted in total lack of 
faith can be valid sacramental marriages. This problem is far 
from being solved. Not even the new Church law solves it. 
Church law flows from the Church’s theology and experience. 
Our theology and experience have not yet given us a definitive 
answer to this problem. Thus, from the narrow perspective of the 
legal validity of marriage, the Church judges that such marriages 
are presumptively valid. 


However, much more needs ‘to be said. One of the major 
emphasis of the new law is the need for sacramental preparation. 
There is a new canon (and a long one at that!) that outlines the 
responsibility of the whole Christian community to prepare 
young couples for marriage. In this question, therefore, the issue ~ 
does not seem so much to be the validity of the union, but rather 
what the Church can do to call a couple back to Faith so that their 
marriage can be seen clearly as a sacramental union. 


Today such a couple would probably encounter some difficulty 
in arranging a marriage in the Church. The priest or deacon 
working with the couple should demand that they undergo some 
formal marriage preparation program. Moreover, the couple 
would be expected to show at least some minimal sign of re- 
establishing their relationship with the Church. Until the couple 
is adequately prepared and disposed for Christian marriage (by 
beginning again in some way to practice their faith), the priest or 
deacon should postpone the marriage. This whole process is a 
real opportunity for evangelization. 


There is one further point to make. If a Catholic formally leaves 
the Catholic Church, he or she is no longer bound to marry in the 
Catholic Church. Thus, if such a person married outside the 
Church, the marriage would be a presumptively valid one.

The very real support of prayer 


Whenever we witness what seems to be a remarkable — 
even miraculous — recovery from illness, there is always 
the question: How much was due to prayer and how 
much to other circumstances which would have been 
operative even had there been no prayer? Each time we 
ponder about it we come a little closer to understanding 
the nature of prayer and how it works in the ordinary and 
traumatic circumstances of our lives. 


Sometimes when a surgeon’s skill or a physician’s 
brilliance is very evident we may say ‘‘But our prayers 
helped!’’ At other times when a condition is beyond 
human skill it is equally evident that prayer must have 
been the significant factor, in particular when it is the 
person’s dogged will to overcome that tips the scales. 


RECENTLY MY 86-year-old mother underwent 
major surgery for a large abdominal tumor. The odds 
seemed heavy against success. She suffers from heart 
disease, was severely debilitated, anemic, with low 
potassium levels. The surgeon and cardiologist were both 
extremely good men and the surgery was remarkably 
successful, but, they said she would be a very sick lady for 
several days. 

She gave them the lie by returning to normal stability 
as far as the vital signs were concerned on the day after 
surgery; sitting up waiting visitors with bright eyes and 
smile on the second day and trotting around the hallways 
festooned with various tubings on the third. While all the 
professionals were congratulating themselves and her, I

Extension Society — 


Extension Magazine is the soul of the society. Without 
it, a few clergy officials would have had the gigantic 
national task of bringing the cause of the home missions to 
the attention of the Catholic people. The growth of the 
magazine was phenomenal, especially during the years 
that Father Kenneth Stack was in charge. The magazine 
became very dear to Bishop Buddy, and he frequently 
appealed: to his people to support the sociéty and the 
magazine. Extension was San Diego’s greatest benefactor 
long before Bishop Buddy ever came to California 

The society has been accepting funds from both clergy 
and laity since its foundation. Even during the Great 
Depression of the late 20s and early 30s, the Extension 
Society did not fail to pay any of the money due. 

SAN DIEGO’S long-standing association with the 
society actually began in 1917, with checks in the amount 
of $500 being received by St. Francis of Assisi in Palm 
City, and St. Catherine’s in Temecula. In. 1918, $1, 000 
was donated for the San Salvador Chapel in Colton. 


Over 78 churches have been assisted by Extension up to 


the year 1967 in the San Diego diocese alone, as well as - 


steady monthly subsidies for the missionary priests. 
There are many priests in the dioceses of San Diego and 
San Bernardino today who can agree to the fact that 
without their monthly subsidy of $75 or $100, living from

wondered again about the influence ‘and subtle effect of 
prayer. 

More and more it seems to me that prayer acts 
powerfully on the human level. We do not affect God by 
our prayer since He already is more aware than we of 
what is needed, but we do affect each other. And we affect 
each other very powerfully for the simple reason that in 
prayer we unite ourselves with the power of God and so 
fill our part of the partnership He promised Abraham so 
many centuries ago on our behalf. 


GOD IS very faithful to His part of the covenant. He 
entered into a partnership with us and He consistently 
expects us to fulfil our side of the agreement. Much as we 
try to persuade Him that the covenant is heavily weighted 
on the side of His action and light on ours, He waits with 
infinite patience until at last we are driven to do our share 
and open the channels between us by deep and continuing 
prayer. 

How then should we, pray for those we love who are 
sick? The prayers offered on my mother’s behalf focused 
on four points. First we prayed for God’s guidance of the 
surgeon’s hands that his skill might be unimpaired and 
free to do its best work. Secondly the prayer was for the 
patient, that she might find strength and confidence in her 
faith and that no negative thoughts or feelings remain. to 
hinder her body’s ability to heal itself. Thirdly, we prayed 
that God’s will be most powerfully done in her and finally 
that those of us praying would be able to accept whatever 


day to day would indeed have been more difficult than it 
was, especially in the poor outlying areas of the four 
counties. The subsidies were for one year only and could 
be renewed for a second. 


FOR THE FIRST time in December of 1960, Bishop 


Buddy received $1,200 to help educate native sons for | 


the priesthood for his diocese. This amount continued 
twice a year until December of 1965. He also received 
from the American Board of Catholic Missions large 
subsidies to be used for his work with both Mexican and 
Anglo missions. From the years 1945 to 1958, $130,000 
was received for the Mexican missions and $105,000 for 
the white Anglo missions. 


One of Bishop Buddy’s closest friends over the years 
was Most Rev. William D. O’Brien, who was auxiliary 
bishop of Chicago under Samuel Cardinal Stritch. He 
later became titular archbishop of Calinda and the second 
president of the Extension Society from 1924 up to his 
death in 1962. He was also editor-in-chief of Extension 
Magazine. This spry prelate visited the diocese of San 
Diego in 1954 at the age of 75. The correspondence 
between himself and Bishop Buddy fills many file folders 
in the archives. It was humorous, efficient, warm, wise, 
kind, compassionate and magnanimous. The two carried 


‘on a continual strain of jocund banter that would delight 


might happen. . 


This kind of prayer admits of the realization that most 
of the time we inhibit our own potential by the way we 
think and feel about the events that overtake us. It also 
acknowledges that we are able to influence each other’s 
attitudes and state of mind. Finally it emphasizes that in 
cooperation with God and in acceptance of His great 
wisdom all things are possible to us. 


I THINK we pray more effectively when we 
understand our corporate responsibility not only as 
Christians but as human beings — that we have a 
responsibility for the spiritual and physical well-being of 
all people with whom we come in contact, and that it is a 
responsibility we share most wonderfully and intimately 
with God. It is not that God intensifies His love for the 
person for whom we pray — He is always loving to His 
full capacity, that is His perfection! It is that our love and 
concern is intensified and purified by uniting it with His. 


When we praise our doctors for their excellent and life- 
saving work, it does not in any way minimize the power of 
our prayer; when we rejoice that our prayers have been so 
effective, it does not detract from the valuable 
contribution of our doctors. Rather, we accentuate the 
necessity to combine both skills, both powers, in order to 
promote the complete result, the final success. 
Recognizing that all power is of God, we need to see 
medical skill and prayer as two threads to be woven 
together in the skein of life. Knowing that, we may thank 
God from whom all blessings flow.

DURING THE years 1939 to 1949 financial assistance 
was listed as: Grants to Churches, $111,700; Church 
Furnishings, 9,278.53; Education of ‘Seminarians, 
15,500; Subsidies for Missionary Priests, 12,380; Mass 
Intentions, 40,201 for a grand total of $189,059.53. 


Bishop Buddy stated repeatedly that the Diocese of San 


. Diego could never repay the Catholic Church Extension 


Society. Without the vision and charity of the Most Rev. 
William D. O’Brien, thousands of neglected souls 
scattered in the outposts of the vast jurisdiction of the 
diocese would have been deprived of the Sacraments and 
a place to worship. Of the more than fifty years of 
O’Brien’s priestly life, forty-six were devoted to the active 
work of the Catholic Church Extension Society. 


In the 60s, the Extension Lay Volunteers were formed 
of Catholic men and women, single and married, betwen 
the ages of 21 and 55. They served as teachers, census 
takers, catechists, social workers, Newman Club 
organizers, nurses and secretaries for the home mission 
areas’ of Arkansas, Colorado, Kansas, Louisiana, 
Missouri, New Mexico, Oklahoma, Texas and 
Wyoming. They received room and board, health 
insurance, transportation expenses and $50 a month. By 
1963, there were 180 volunteers. 


Living on in others 


When death takes a child, it is always sad but when 
death strikes suddenly as in an accident it is doubly tragic. 
‘The family isn’t prepared for the wrenching loss and 
families who have experienced the sudden death of a 
child, in retrospect liken it to a suspended state of feeling. 
They may seem to operate rationally and respond 
predictably but their minds and psyches are numbed in a 

surrealistic limbo. 

It is into this atmosphere that tiptoes a most desperate 
yet delicate intrusion: will they consider an organ 
donation from their suddenly-deceased child to help save 
the life of another dying child? 

MANY CANNOT even deal with such a suggestion at 
the time and wish later they had donated an organ. 
Others agree readily, perhaps too readily, out of a desire 
to make sense of a meaningless death, and later question 
the propriety of making the donation at a time that was so 
stressful for them. 

It’s a time that calls for days of rational and sensitive 
counseling at a time which demands a decision within 
hours, maybe even minutes. To illustrate the point, livers 
must be retrieved from donors and transplanted in 
recipients within an optimum period of ten hours. 


That often includes a two-hour flight, a roundup of 
surgeons and all the coordination required to bring 


patient, 
together. 

THERE ARE children — and adults, too — waiting 
all over America for transplant organs. These people are 
not vultures waiting for others to die. They are living 
under a death sentence with maybe a week or a month 
listed as the likely limit to the warranty of their liver or 
kidneys. They are dying. They know it and their loved 
ones know it. 


organ, surgical team and hospital personnel 


At the same time, others with healthy organs have their 
lives snuffed out by auto accident, fire or drowning. Their 
deaths can save others’ lives if — and it’s an heroic if — 


- their families are able to make a rational decision at the 


time. 


A few years ago, a desperate young father went on 
television to make a poignant plea for an organ for his 
dying daughter. He had waited as long as they could and 
he realized time was running out for her. He shared his 
pain and his dramatic gesture brought national attention 
and an organ for his daughter. 


SHE AND A few others live today because of his 
desperate act. The response revealed that people were 


willing, even eager, to donate organs of their own loved - 


ones but they didn’t know there was such a crucial need. 
When a personal request was made, they responded. 


I have talked with many kinds of parents on this issue 


' — parents who lost a child suddenly, parents who have a 


child dying slowly, and parents who have donated part of 
their child so that another may live. 


Their message is universal — let others know how 
many: dying children and adults there are out there 
waiting for a kidney or a liver and encourage families to 
talk about the what-if’s on sudden loss and organ 
donation before a tragedy occurs so they have an idea of 
how the other members of the family feel. 

THEN PUT the agreed-upon donation in print — ina 
wallet, on a driver’s license, with other family members 
and with the family doctor so that the trauma of a decision 
is removed at the time of shock and grief. For. adults, 
there is a place on the driver’s license to mark donation. 
For children, adults must make the decision. 


I am not here to convince parents on the idea of giving 
up part of a dying child or feel forever guilty. Rather I 
want to alert readers to the desperate need for donations 
and the procedure to use should they desire donation, and 
to encourage them to consider the awful eventuality 
before sudden tragedy strikes their family. 


Many are willing to give but they don’t take any action. 
If they consider it coolly in non-traumatic times, it takes 
the pressure off them should tragedy strike.

There was a priest who had 
the habit of going into his church 
during the week, before his next 
Sunday homily. He would spend 
a half hour or so there, sitting 
first in one place, then in another 
and yet another. 

As he did so he would say to 
himself: ‘“Here Mrs. Smith sits, 
here Mr. Jones, here young 
Adam, here Susan.”’ 

The story of that particular 
Anglican priest is told in a book 
by Father Norman Pittenger, 


“The Theology of All Ministry.”’

Homilies...the view from the pew 


people who would be there on 
Sunday. 

This required his effort. But it 
also required effort from the peo- 
ple in allowing him to know 
them, to understand what their 
lives really are like. Would they 
do that? 


Ea, 


I asked a number of lay 
women and men whether 
preaching is important to them 
and why. Their willingness to 
think carefully about these ques- 
tions highlights the seriousness of 
the homily in their Christian 
lives. 

There was unanimous agree- 
ment among the people I spoke 
with that if preaching makes the 
connections between Scripture 
and the work and family lives of 
a particular community of 
believers, then the homily is ex- 
perienced as God’s word spoken 
to them, personally. They wanted 
to be addressed personally. 

The people I spoke with also 
were more than willing to 
ponder something substantive. 
And if a homilist draws on the 
world’s great storehouses of art 
or literature to make a truth 
come alive, these people 
welcome it. 

It seems people want comfort 
and solace when the word of 
God is preached. But they also 
want to be called to deeper, truer 
Christian life. 

This won’t displease the priest 
I’ve already introduced. For in 
his desire to speak personally to 
the people in his congregation, 
he also pondered what people 
need in order to grow in faith. 
He hoped to present God’s pro- 
phetic word, which is sometimes 
hard and piercing, even while —

Homilies are important, people tend to agree. But 
what do lay women and men look for in a homily? 
What do they hope to discover about commitment 
and the call to community? According to Dolores 
Leckey, good preaching hits home. 
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A homily I still remember was 
preached on the gospel story of 
the rich man who dined on the 
choicest foods while the poor 
man Lazarus lingered hungrily at 
the gate of the wealthy home, 
waiting for scraps of food. It 
would have been easy for the 
middle-class and well-meaning 
Catholics gathered that day to 
feel good because they were not 
like the insensitive rich man. 
After all, no poor people were 
hanging about our doorways, 
either at home or at church. 

The homilist, however, drew 
our attention to the current 
Statistics on hunger in our part of 
the world, particularly hunger 
among the very young. He even 
suggested action on behalf of the 
hungry children across the river, 
five miles away. 

One felt that some core of in- 
ner responsibility had been 
touched that day. 

Some people — and I count 
myself among them — not only 
need preaching that will make 
them sensitive to the little ones 
of the world. We need preaching 
that helps us to join together — 
to form into a community — in 
order to respond better to the 
poor and those who live on the 
margins of society. 

Together with others we can 
move beyond our fears and 
stereotypes and self-interests in 
order to act on behalf of all the 
“others” who share our portion 
of the world. 

And some of us not only want 
a call — an invitation — to this 
kind of community. We hope to 
discover “how” to be a com- 
munity that responds to society’s 
needs.

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Along the backroads of a homilist’s mind

The late-night TV news con- 
cludes; the names roll by of the 
director, the producers, the 
writers, Camerapersons, editors, 
reporters, researchers, .makeup 
persons. Some 18 well-heeled 
sponsors paid for this production 
of mostly bad news. 

A tired viewer wonders to 
himself: How can he compete 
next Sunday morning, proclaim- 
ing the good news from his worn 
pulpit with its static-filled public 
address system? 

He recalls the wisdom of the 
Second Vatican Council: The 
primary role of the priest is to 
preach the Gospel. And he 
reaches for a missalette in order 
to take an early first glance at 
next Sunday’s scripture readings. 
But it is already 48 hours past the 
point in the week at which, only 
a month ago, he had resolved to 
take this early first glance. 

“This week I'll really take time 
to prepare,’ he vows, even while 
remembering what a colleague 
told him recently. It concerned a 
well-known writer of homilies 
who took 60 to 80 hours to 
prepare a single homily. ‘“‘Im- 
possible,’ the priest mutters, 
“unless that’s all he had to do.”’ 

The priest’s musing continued. 
“How do I distinguish between 
what my parishioners need and 
what they want?” he wonders. 


“What if some think Christianity 
should be an electric blanket 
rather than the cross it is? 

“How can I be concrete 
without becoming embarrassingly 
specific? How do I sound really 
involved without sounding 
fanatical? 

‘‘And what about me personal- 
ly? I was trained in cold and © 
abstract philosophical terms, 
while the new preaching 
methods tell me to preach in im- 
aginative images and poetic 
phrases. I was trained:to offer 
answers and solutions; now I 
must preach without being 
preachy. 

“What is my basic approach? 
Should every homily say that 
God is love or that he is not yet 
discouraged with his people? I 
want people to share my vision, 
to feel what I feel. 

“But who is God? For some, ° 
God is the distant supreme being. 
For others he is the very per- 
sonal and intimate Jesus. Others . 
see God as tender love. How do 
I lead such diverse people in a 
unified prayer?”’ 

As the priest mulled things 


over, the voice of one af his pro- . 


fessors came back to him. “To 
conclude a scripture passage by 
saying, ‘This is the word of the 
Lord,’ is only half true,” the pro- 
fessor had protested. 

“The other half of the truth,” 
said the professor, “‘is in the lives 
of the peoplé — in their needs 


and traditions. If the word is not 
linked with their concerns it is 
-only half the word. Because the 
word was made flesh — our 
flesh.”’ ; ‘ 

“And I, the homilist, am 
challenged to make that ob- 
vious,” the priest thought to 
himself. “And I must do it 
without ignoring the mystery. I 
can’t explain the Trinity — even 
to the people of this scientific 
age. 
“If I say what mystery means 
to me, will it narrow or will it 
broaden the thinking of other 
people? If they see what I really 
believe, will they search their 
souls for what is really relevant: 
for them?”’ 

The priest pledged again to 
dream dreams and share visions; 
to renew his faith and his life so 
that he would not be embarrass- 
ed to preach what he practiced 
and to practice what he 
preached. 


“Give me time and energy to 
mull over your word in my daily 
life, to find the core of your 
word that strikes me like the fire 
of your spirit,’ he prayed. ‘“‘Do 
not let me rest until I have to tell 
it as you tell it to me. 

“Amen.”

Late in the fourth century A.D., 
citizens in the Middle East city of 
Antioch, already burdened by 
their taxes, heard the news that 
yet another tax was being levied 
on them. Outraged, the people 
rioted. They ran through the city 
streets and pulled down the 
statues of the royal family in the 
central square. 

To a priest of Antioch fell 
the thankless task of quieting the 
people and preventing worse ac- 
tions, which might bring down 
around all their heads the wrath 
of the powerful emperor. 

St. John Chrysostom was equal 
to the task. In a series of 
homilies, he found a way to calm 
his people and console them in 
their misery. Eventually in his 
Easter homily, he was able to 
give them the happy news that 
the emperor was willing to grant 
them clemency. 

St. John, whose surname 
“Chrysostom’’-means ‘‘golden- 
mouthed,” has come down in 
history as the patron of those 
who preach. The stories about 
him indicate that this doctor of 
the church had a gift for 
establishing rapport with his con- 
gregation. A man of passionate 
feelings, he related Scripture to 
the lives of his people in order to

the disciples and they heard his 
word; then they ate together, a 
meal in which the disciples 
recognized him. 

The pattern is clear: word and 
sacrament. The obvious implica- 
tion is this: For a full appreciation 
of the sacrament, the Lord’s Sup- 
per, faith must be awakened by 
preaching the word. 

The sixth chapter of John’s 
Gospel is magnificent, and follows 
the same pattern. It contains two 
discourses on the bread of life. 

—First, in verses 35-50, Jesus 
identifies himself as the true bread. 
It is clear from the context that 
the bread is an image of truth, the 
word. It evokes faith. 

—But in verse 51 the bread be- 
comes an image of the Eucharist: 


“The bread I will give is my flesh, ~ 


for the life of the world.” 

First the faith-evoking word, 
then the life-giving Eucharist. They 
must go together.

along time’”’ and gradually ‘‘woke up’’ as 
she progessed in RCIA. ‘‘I became closer 
and closer to God.”’

establishment of a U.S. Academy of 
Peace. They voted 77-22 to ask the 
bishops to consider setting up a national 
‘farms watch panel’? to monitor U.S. 
defense policies and actions in light of the 
bishops’ war and peace pastoral. 


In his presidential address Father 
Johnson, a priest of the St. Paul- 
Minneapolis archdiocese, said that some 
questions have arisen recently about the 
value of priests’ councils under the new 
Code of Canon Law, which went into 
effect last year. 


THOSE WHO complain that under 
the code diocesan priests’ councils are 
‘‘merely consultative’? have ‘‘missed 
what consultation is all about,’’ he said. 
He said under the new code priests’ 
councils play an integral part in both 
developing diocesan policy and 
implementing it. 

‘“No bishop or priest should look down 
on or take lightly this kind of 
consultation,’’ he commented. 


In addition, he said, the new code has 
increased the importance of priests’ 
councils by mandating their 
establishment in every diocese and giving 
them ‘‘great weight’’ in the consultation 
processes a bishop must engage in. 


THE INCREASED importance: of 
priests’ councils also enhances the value 
of the federation, Father Johnson said. 
‘The code has not weakened the NFPC 
but strengthened it.”’ 


In other resolutions, with only one 
negative vote the delegates declared their _ 
support for the right of people to engage 
in non-violent resistance to war and the 
weapons of war, and they urged priests’ 
councils across the country to set up 
programs of pastoral ministry to those 
imprisoned for such resistance. 


The priests also gave unanimous 
backing to two resolutions opposing U.S. 
Central American policy. One opposed 
U.S. military appropriations for Central 
America. The other opposed the U.S. 
refusal to grant political asylum to 
Central American refugees and supported 
‘people of conscience’? in the United 
States who are illegally harboring those 
refugees. . 


ALSO ADOPTED, with the votes 
noted in parentheses, were resolutions 
which: 


e Sought new norms to return laicized 
priests to active ministry (95-18) and 
called for changes to ease the current 
process of laicization (unanimous); 


© Backed a call by diocesan religious 
education directors for a Vatican-U.S. 
Church dialogue on criteria for Church 
approval of Catholic books in light of 
confusion and controversy surrounding 
the recent Vatican-ordered withdrawal of 
approval from two books in the United 
States (114-1);

THE MEETINGS were similar to 
those being held nationwide by bishops 
and Religious that grew out of a Vatican 
mandate to study religious life in the 
United States and help bishops work with 
Religious more effectively. A special U.S. 
commission, headed by Archbishop John 
Quinn of San :Francisco, was formed to 
coordinate the study for the Vatican 
Congregation for Religious. 


At the Milwaukee meeting Salvatorian 
Father Paul Portland, director of renewal 


for his order, commented, ‘‘My 
experience is that the Sacred 
Congregation for Religious. basically 


discounted our experimentation and the 
evaluation of that experimentation.”’ 


“The attitude I picked up from 
members of the congregation...was, 
‘Well, all right, you’ve done the 
experimentation, now let’s get back to 
where you were.’ ”” 


BUT PARTICIPANTS in the 
Milwaukee meeting who welcomed. the 
Vatican initiative also saw it as a call for 
change. 

Pope John Paul II ‘“‘has given us a very 
clear message,’’ said Discalced Carmelite 
Father Guy Lofy. That message, he 
added, is a call ‘‘to live a life of poverty, 
of obedience, to get back in our 
communities, to our monasteries and our 
convents.”’ 


Sister Virginia Marie Role, a 
Franciscan Sister of Christian Charity 
from Manitowoc, Wis., urged Religious 
to ‘‘abide by what the Holy Father says.”’ 
The ‘‘turmoil in Religious life’’ and 
period of experimentation after the 
Second Vatican Council are over, she 
said, ‘‘and now the Holy Father is telling 
us what we have to do.”’ 


CONCERN ABOUT Vatican 
misunderstanding of U.S. Religious also 
surfaced at the St. Louis meeting. 
Auxiliary Bishop Terry Steib, a member 
of the Society of the Divine Word and

American Religious have achieved 
greater depth of renewal than their 
counterparts in many other countries, he 
said, and Religious life in this country is 
‘alive and well and moving.”’ 


A wide range of positive and negative 
feelings emerged from _ small-group 
discussions at the St. Louis meeting. 


ELEMENTS THAT the groups said 
were exciting factors in Religious life 
today included rich liturgical life, a spirit 
of ecumenism, communal forms of self- 
government, and recognition that 
Religious are competent. 


Among disheartening elements they 
listed divisions among Religious, 
digression from essentials, lack of 
understanding by clergy and_ laity, 
declines in vocations, the place of women 


in U.S. culture, and the treatment of 


Religious by the news media. 


Many suggested that such listening 
sessions between bishops and Religious be 
a regular part of Church life. 


IN AN interview afterward Archbishop 
May expanded on his comments about 
Vatican misunderstandings starting at 
home. 


He acknowledged that some members — 


of the Vatican’s Congregation for 
Religious do not seem to understand 
American Religious life. But the greatest 
source of that misunderstanding, he said, 
comes from dissatisfied people in this 
country. 


‘‘People who are in full agreement with 
what we are doing don’t write.... But 
people who are angry write all the time,”’ 
he said. ‘“There are some publications in 
this country which publish very clearly: 
‘Here’s who you write to, to turn in a 
nun; or to turn in a bishop.’ ”’ 


'. BUT ARCHBISHOP May also said 
he does not think the Holy See views U.S. 
Religious as disloyal or that the Vatican-.

CLEVELAND (NC) — USS. District Judge George W. White has 
dismissed a lawsuit to block construction of a diocesan chapel at Cleveland 
Hopkins International Airport. The suit, filed last August by Americans 
United for Separation of Church and State, contended that a lease agreement 
beween the Cleveland Diocese and the city of Cleveland violated 
constitutional guarantees of separation of church and state. According to the 


lease agreement, the Cleveland Diocese would pay the city $1,210 annual 
rent for 20 years for 2,733 square feet of space. The proposed chapel would 
seat 220. In dismissing the suit, White said, ‘‘The plaintiffs claim that the 
Constitution has been violated, but failed to identify any recognizable 
personal injury as a consequence of the alleged constitutional error.”’

In the five years that he has headed the 
permanent deacon program, Father 
Duncanson has watched it grow from 
three years of spiritual and academic | 
formation to four years, with an added | 
initial year of discernment and selection, 
making it one of the longest U.S: 
diocesan programs for the ordination of 
permanent deacons. 


During the same five-year period, 
Father Duncanson has seen his own 
perception of the permanent diaconate 
change. 


“MY ORIGINAL impression was 
pretty much the impression that was 
common at the time, that somehow the 
diaconate was restored to provide support 
for existing parish programs and lay 
ministries,’’ he said.

ministry of word and sacrament, the 
fulfillment of, and complement to, his 
ministry of service.”’ 


His own thinking on the permanent 
diaconate, noted Father Duncanson, has 
followed that of the German theologian 
Karl Rahner as he treated the subject in 
the continuing volumes of his Theological 
Investigation. 


‘““RAHNER’S INITIAL view was that 
the (restored, permanent) diaconate was 
unnecessary and a kind of failure to learn 
from the mistakes of the past. There must 
have been good reasons for its earlier 
suppression. But as government becomes 
more reluctant to continue funding 
welfare efforts, the need for Church- 
sponsored programs to meet basic human 
needs will become more and more 
important, and this will be an imporant 
area for the deacon to exercise his 


ministry.”’ 


The witness the married deacon, as 
ordained clergy, provides to Christian 
marriage and family life is one of the 
greatest strengths of the restored 
diaconate in the life of the Church today, 
said Father Duncanson. 


On the negative side, he said, is the 
possibility of people viewing the deacon as 
a substitute for the priest, and failing to 
see the clear distinction between the two, 
although both share ‘‘one - sacramental 
order.”’ : 


“‘IT IS a fear that I had earlier, but it 
seems not to be a problem here,”” he said.

En una reciente junta en Fresno, un 
grupo de seminaristas hispanos 
empezaron a responder a la reciente carta 
pastoral emitida por la Conferencia 
Nacional de Obispos Catdlicos sobre el 
ministerio hispano.

MARYKNOLL, N.Y. (NC) — La 
condena de los cinco ex-Guardias 
Nacionales de El Salvador por el asesinato 
de las misioneras norteamericanas, es 
“‘un primer paso en la_ direccién 
adecuada,’’ pero ‘“‘la justicia demanda 


_ que se investigue la participaciédn de 
oficiales de alto rango en el crimen,’’ dice 


una declaracidén emitida por las 
Hermanas de Maryknoll, el 24 de mayo. 


La declaracién fue emitida después que 
los cinco miembros de un jurado en El 
Salvador encontraron culpables a los ex- 
Guardias Nacionales por el asesinato, en 
diciembre de 1980, de las Hermanas de 
Maryknoll Ita Ford y Maura Clark, la 
Hermana Ursulina Dorothy Kazel y la 
misionera laica Jean Donovan. 


“El juicio y la condena de los cinco 
Guardias es tinico. Es la primera vez que 
el sistema juridico salvadorefio juzga y 
condena a personal militar por asesinato y 
responsabiliza a los militares por. sus 
acciohes,’’ dice la declaracién de las 
hermanas Maryknoll, emitida en las 


oficinas de la Sociedad Misionera en los 
Estados Unidos. 

“En un pais acosado por la violencia de 
la guerra civil, es un indicio del interés de 
intentar regirse por la ley, donde la ley ha 
sido suprimida,”’ afiade. 

La declaracién de tres pdrrafos, sin 


embargo, dice que los ex-Guardias. 
debieron haber actuado bajo drdenes y 
que se requieren investigaciones 
adicionales. 


La declaracio6n también lamenta la falta 
de investigacién sobre la muerte de 
decenas de miles de habitantes de El 
Salvador desde 1980.

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Theologian wins Paul VI award 


ROME (NC) — Swiss theologian 
Father Hans Urs Von Balthasar has won 
the first Paul VI International Award for 
his contribution to ‘‘The research and 
knowledge of religion,’? the award’s 
sponsors announced May 22. 


The award, which includes a cash prize 
of about $60,000, will be presented by 
Pope John Paul II at a Vatican ceremony 
June 23, said officials of the Paul VI 
Institute, the award’s sponsor. 


FATHER VON Balthasar will not 
receive the money, but will decide how it 
will be spent to aid in furthering 
knowledge of religion, the president of the 
institute, Giuseppe Camadini, said at a 
Rome press conference. The institute is 
headquartered in Brescia, Italy. 


Camadini said Father Von Balthasar 
was chosen from among 68 institutions 
and 22 people. He said the award would 
be made ‘‘every two or three years’’ to an 
institution or person who contributes to 
“the growth of a religious sense in the 
world.”’ 


Camadini said Father Von Balthasar, 
in his 75 books and hundreds of articles, 
‘thas integrated theological reflection with 
a great understanding of the age and real 
originality.’’ He defined the theologian’s 
work as ‘‘courageous, but at the same 
time rooted in the faith.’’ 


FATHER VON Balthasar, 78, was 
born in Lucerne, Switzerland. In ,1929, 
he entered the Society of Jesus, which he 
left in 1948 while remaining a priest. He 
later helped found a secular institute in 
Switzerland. 


Father Von Balthasar has been a 
member of the International Theological 
Commission established in 1969 by Pope 
Paul VI to aid the Church in examining 
theological questions. 


Fr. Von Balthasar 
‘Rooted in the faith’ 


In 1979, Pope John Paul praised Father 
Von Balthasar for promoting a ‘‘theology 
of liberation’’ on a universal scale. 


“THE ‘THEOLOGY of liberation’ is 
often connected, sometimes too 
exclusively, with Latin America. It is 
necessary, however, to grant reason to 
one of the great contemporary 
theologians, Hans Urs Von Balthasar, 
who demands a theology of liberation on 
a universal radius,’’ the pope said in 
1979; 


Father Von Balthasar had warned that 
some theological trends in Latin America 
were producing a ‘‘false liberation 
theology’’ because they looked to 
Marxism as the cure for the region’s 
social ills.

She was baptized a Protestant but felt 
nowhere as ‘‘close’’ to her faith as her 


husband, John, did. 


“‘T’d do anything not to have a split’” in 
marriage, she said, so she decided to join 
John at Mass. She had long been 
impressed with the seriousness he had 
toward the faith. 


WHEN SHE lived in the University 
City area and attended Our Mother of 
Confidence Church, Bonnie discovered 
RCIA and signed up. She would have 
joined a similar program sooner but she 
and John moved often and were unable to 
commit to a long program. 

She entered the catechumenate 
wanting to understand more about 
Catholicism and to formally join the 


Church. 


The former school teacher found the 
program at Our Mother of Confidence 
‘‘well-planned”’ and “‘non-threatening.”’ 


“‘T WASN’ TT there to argue as much as 
to learn about the Church.’’ She was 
surprised to find priests and Sisters were 
not ‘‘intimidating,’’ but were “‘humans’’ 
who can be ‘‘fun and friendly.” 


Bonnie also discovered the Church 
makes room for personal prayer. ‘‘I 
always thought that everything was very 
puppet-oriented’’ and that people did 
things in Mass ‘‘in a trance.”’ 


Before RCIA, she thought people were 


_ silently reciting. formal prayers after 


receiving the Eucharist. ‘“There was a lot 
more room for personal expression than I 
ever thought,”’ she said.
